WINNIPEG, Man., Aug. 6—Alberta Liberals through their 
delegates to the great convention which opens Tuesday morning 
have already declared themselves with no uncertain sound and with 
@ unanimity as gratifying as complete on the one important ques- 
tion of leadership. They are solidly for Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

At a meeting in the Fort Garry this afternoon attended by 250 
delegates and -presided over by Mayor Henry of Edmonton, the 
Alberta men with three ladies, Mrs, Kneil, Edmonton, and Mrs. Car- 
vith and Mrs. Davidson, of Calgary, gathered preliminary to the 
convention proper. It developed into a remarkably enthusiastic 
demonstration for Sir Wilfrid Laurier and for his western lieutenant, 
Hon. Frank Oliver, who was present and whose entrance was the 
signal for an ovation which by its warmth and spontaneity obvi- 
ously embarrassed its recipient.

Agreement as to the remodelling of 
Europe's map after the war. 

“A sketch, showing the peace aims 
of these countries, was seen today at 
one of the allied embassies. 

“Taking territory here, straightening 
lines there, they wntend to have such 
restorations as will tend toward in 
ternational peace in the future. While 
Germany dreams of a "'Mittle Europe” 


--Middle Europe running from the 
North Sea to Bagdad under Teuton 
domination—the allies have agreed 


the war shall go on until this dream 
vanishes,

restoration of Belgium, France, ac- 
cording to plans, is to have Alsace- 
Lorraine.

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, Monday, Aug. 6, 
via London.—Following up the successful advance on Saturday after- 
noon in the region of Cite du Moulin, another advance was made last 
night, carrying our outposts up to the main line of the enemy’s 
defense on the railway embankment to the west of Lens, The men 
of two Canadian battalions, in a dashing attack, captured a crater 
occupying a cross road to the east of Cite du Moulin, and a crater 
i" the north of the Lens-Lievim Road, which passes through Du 

oulin. 

For several days the enemy had maintained strong posts in 
these craters, with harassing rifle and grenade fire directed at our 
outpost line at night. The attack for the most part was carried 
out with bombs, the approach in both cases being through a maze 
of partially destroyed houses, which did not lend themselves to the 
use of the rifle. When the bombs began to fall the enemy did not 
stay to fight it out, but retired towards his main positions, leaving 
the craters to be incorporated in our advance line. An attacking 
party then advanced to two tunnels known to be occupied by the 
enemy, and bombed them, inflicting, it is believed, a considerable 
number of casualties on the enemy.

Charies Richard Crane,_ 

Like, Moses, who was led upon the 
mountain for a glimpse of the prom- 
ised land, and was then denied en- 
trance, Charles Richard Crane once 
almost attained the distinction of be- 
ing United States minister to China, 
He was appointed to the post, and 
then, before he could take it, resign- 
ed, But unlike Moses, Mr. Crane still 
has the chance of entering Uncle 
Sam's diplomatic service, whereas 
the great leader of the tribes of Israel 
never got another chance. It all hap- 
pened in 1909 when President Taft of- 
fered Mr. Crane the post at the Amer- 
ican legation in China, After re- 
ceiving such instructions as a newly 
appointed diplomat always receives at 
Washington, Mr. Crane packed his 
clothes and started out. When he got 
as far as San Francisco he issued 
some sort of statement to the effect 
that the United States was prepared to 
protest against the Chinese-Japanese 
agreement, then prominently before 
the public. This was construed as an 
undiplomatic statement by Secretary 
of State Knox, who recalled Mr, Crahe 
just before the steamship cast anchor 
for the Orient. But not even Secre- 
tary Knox could handle Mr. Crane 
that way, so he promptly resigned.

Valuable work also wae done by the 
tanks in secticne of woodland back -of 
the German defenses astride the 
Ypres-Menin road, The largest of 
these patches of forest had a strong 
redoubdt in front. The wood was filled 
with machine’ guns and afforded op- 
portunity for the passing of German 
troops. The tanks were sent ahead 
to clear it out. The redoubt fn front 
of the wood was taken after a fierce 
fight between the guns of a tank and 
those of the little fort. 

Stuck in the Mud. 

Beyond the redoubt the tanks found 
themselves under a steady hail of ma- 
chine gun bullets, but they lined up 
on the edge Of the woods and for 
hours continued to sweep them with 
their guns, until all concealed ma- 
chine gune had been searched out and 
the Germans forced to retire. The 
tanks then returned behind the Brit- 
ish infantry. Two tanks were ditched 
temporarily near Frezenberg, but 
helped to repel a counter attack by 
the Germans. The enemy belleving 
the tanks helpless because they stuck 
in the deep mud, advanced in the hope 
of regaining the ground lost and cap- 
turing the monster machines, The 
tanks opened fire on the advancing 
line of infantry and mowed the Ger- 
mans down in large numbers. Scotch 
troops finished the repulse with bay- 
oneta, 

For the most part the tanks proved 
that they were capable of moving over 
the most difficult ground, but In a 
few cases they were stalled at times 
in holes. More than once when this 
happened officers and crew rushed out 
under heavy fire in order to set up 
their machine guns in more advan- 
tageous positions. Some of these in- 
trepid crews fought thus until the last 
man was elther killed or wounded and 
it wae due to such acts as these that 
many of the tank casualties resulted. 

bs No Use, 

No bombs were used against 
tanks in Tuesday's fighting, for the 
Germans discovered that they might 
as well bomb the side of a battleship 
as one of these heavily armored forts. 
Nothing short of a direct hit by a 
heavy shell could put a tank out of 
commission, One tank was attacked 
by a rplane, The airplane, after 
buzzing about like an angry mosquito 
over a rhinoceros, finally sailed away 
to seek easier prey. 

The co-operation between the tanks 
and the infantry was well-nigh per- 
fect, the big machines keeping in. con- 
stant contact with the soldiers. The 
strain on the crews shut up in the 
tanks with their guns is tremendous 
when the work Is protracted, &s it 
wae Tuesday. One tank was in con- 
stant operation for 24 hours from the 
time of the attack and others were 
out for many hours.

| CROWDED CARS NOT 


PUBLIC’S BUSINESS, 
SAYS PRIVY COUNCIL 


London, Aug. 6.—The privy councell 
has allowed the appeal of the Toronto 
Railways vs. the King and the Domin- 
fon attorney-general regarding alleged 
overcrowding of tramway cars, 
Judgement their lordships declare: 
“The obligation of appellants was a 
contractual obligation to the corpora- 
tion. There was no duty to the public 
generally, ‘These cars were on the 
streets in derogation of a public right) 
which the Ontario legislature and the 
Toronto corporation had thought it ad- 
vantageous to interfere with. The 
cars were not less thereby the pro- 
perty of appellants, which the public 
could only enter by invitation, What- 
ever were the conditions in the grant 
of the appellants ‘title the corporation 
had contracted for, they obtained 
merely between them and the appel- 
lants. Overcrowding was not a matter 
that affected the public, as such, but 
only those members of the public who 
had obtained from the appellants li- 
censes to enter the cars.”

To save food now means more 


The disclosure of the plans of 
the Big Interests to retire Sir 
Robert. Borden and to make Sir 
Clifford Sifton head of a coalition 
Government fixes the issue in the 
coming election. That issue is not 
conscription: it is the privilege to 
plunder the public by statutory 
authority. 


Six years ago those who stood 
to profit by the defeat of reciproc- 
city banded together, Liberals and 
Conservatives alike, and by sup- 
plementing the race campaign in 
Quebee with a flag-flapping cam- 
paign in Ontario succeeded in put- 
ting Sir Robert Borden and his 
associates in power. For the ensu- 
ing six years the Interests have 
dictated the policy of the Govern- 
ment in all matters relating to ta- 
riff and trade, with single regard 
to filling their own purses at the 
expense of the public. That they 
have done it successfully is not 
open to question. The war, which 
brought sacrifice to others, 
brought gain to them. Under pre- 
tense of raising a revenue to meet 
the cost of the war the tariff was 
boosted and the increased hard- 
ship thus imposed upon the people 
brought more money to the Inter- 
ests than it did to the public treas- 
ury, Through the Shell Committee 
appointed by the Ministers they 
had created they robbed the Brit- 
ish tax-payers as mercilessly as 
the Huns robbed the Belgians un- 
til Lloyd George refused to stand 
for it any longer and put the 
Shell Committee out of business. 
They have profiteered the public 
for food, for clothing, for imple- 
ments, for anything and every- 
thing that could be made the me- 
dium for price-manipulation, un- 
der protection of an acquiescent 
Government, And for three years 
they have enjoyed complete im- 
munity in the carnival of spoila- 
tion. Not until an election was in 
sight did the High Cost of Living 
Commission make a report, and 
the report was not printed and cir- 
culated until the Government had 
appointed another investigating 
body to prove that the figures in 
this report were wrong. Not until 
last week did the Minister of 
Finance accede to the public de- 
mand for a tax upon incomes, and 
even in doing so he was careful to 
assure the Big Interests that he 
only introduced the measure be- 
cause he was afraid to gefuse, and 
to inform them that if they paid 
the income tax they would be ex- 
cused the already existing busi- 
ness tax. 


Naturally, the Interests are not 
disposed to let go so profitable a 
side line as running the Govern- 
ment of the country if they can 
hang on to it. For them there is 
more money in politics than there 
is in business. Accordingly they 
propose to stay in politics, as the 
power behind the Government. 
But the present ministry has made 
such a wholesale bungle of things 
that it stood no chance of getting 
re-elected on its record. Some new 
issue had to be created or the In- 
terests were done, Conscription 
was decided upon as most likely 
to prove disconcerting to the Op- 
position and to afford chances of 
gathering support. The bill was | 
carefully drawn so that the power | 
to exempt would reside in local 
tribunals. These local tribunals | 
would, of course, be under the in- | 
fluence of the sentiment prevailing 
in the locality, or afraid to chal- 
lenge it. In the vicinity of the 
munition factories and the indus- 
trial establishments they could be 
counted on to excuse everybody 
who was wanted, or might be 
wanted, to work for the Interest- 
ed ones. In Quebec the National- 
ist wing could truthfully tell their 
supporters that there would be no 
conscription for them unless a tri- 
bunal composed of themselves said 
so.“ And in the provinces where 
conscription sentiment was strong 
the electors could be told that 
they were being given just what 
they had asked for, The bill could 
thus be made the basis for a ‘‘ win 
the war’’ propaganda which 
would hide the financial purposes 
of its authors and give the best 
available chance to win, But it 
was doubtful whether, even on the 
fake conscription bill, Sir Robert 
Borden could carry the country. 
Wherefore it has been decided to 
depose him and to make Sir Clif- 
ford Sifton head of the Govern- 
ment, Mr. Sifton was the most ef- 
fective speaker and organizer of 
the anti-reciprocity forces six 
years ago. He is aggressively pro- 
tectionist, He is undoubtedly tal- 
ented. If he cannot win for them 
the Big Interests are ‘‘through,’’

Conscription and Farm Labor 
From Western Correspondence Canadian 
Farm, Toronto. 

Winnipeg, July 14.—Whether or not 
the deficit of farm laborers In West- 
ern Canada will be rendered more 
acute as a result of the putting into 
force of the conscription poltcy is a 
question which is now being discussed 
by many «agricultural bodies in the 
prairie provinces. What the effect 
will be has been the subject of much 
speculation, but there is no disposition 
to murmur in the agricultural west. 
Whatever the verdict is of the powers- 
that-be the various bodies of grain 
growers will continue to offer every 
co-operation, 

Assuming that the new law is aimed 
primarily to bring the youthful slack- 
ers into the ranks, however, the west 
will prove to be very poor picking. 
Many thousands. of deserted home- 
steatis and multitudes of half manned 
farms tell an eloquent story of weat- 
ern devotion to the Hmpire and the 
ideals for which Great Britain is fight- 
ing. There are scarcely any unmar- 
ried men left and thousands of those 
who have had family obligations have 
also donned the khaki. Conscription, 
as a result, if it is only applied to the 
younger unmarried men_ will have 
comparatively little effect upon pro- 
duction, for the youth of the west is 
for the most part overseas at the pres- 
ent time. 

This situation is reflected in the 
official recruiting figures which show 
that while the east needs 83,889 men 
to complete its share of Canada's) 
promised army of 500,000, the west/ 
has contriputed 22,885 more than its 
share, according to the government 
returns, An army of half a million 
men is approximately 13 per cent of 
the male population, according to the; 
last census reports. On this basis the| 
number of men required and those re- 
cruited may be shown as follows:

Ned Painter; Who Loved A Girl More Than A Championship. 

In the lst of chaimpions of the ring the name of Ned Painter 
does not appear, and yet this gladiator of a century ago would 
certainly have held the coveted honor, had he not loved a girl 
more than fame and the riches incident to the championship. It 
was ninety-nine years ago today, Aug. ? 1818, that Painter earned 
the right to consider himself England's greatest fighting man by 
defeating Tom Spring. At that time Tom Cribb was still nominally 
champion, but the veteran had long since retired from the ring 
and had not put up his hands in many years. A host of young fel- 
lows naturally came forward to claim the honor soon to be relin- 
quished by Cribb, and among them were Tom Spring, a pupil of 
Cribb, and Ned Painter. These two soon eliminated the other con- 
testants and in 1818, on the first of April, they met to decide the 
issue, The first cOmbat went to Spring, but Painter was ill at 
the time, and not in cofidition to fight. His friends were certain
